22, Changeable flowering Starw()rt (Aster mutablUs!, flowering, 
29, Saw several common Swallows (Hirundo rustica), and white rumped 
Martins (Hirundo urbico), seen this day. 
October 12, Saw a single Swallow. 

16, Redwings (Turdus Iliacus), arrived.
